WHO’S WHO IN THE CAST? 


®PRING BYINGTON was born in Den- 
ver, Colorado and gained her first stage 
experience with the famous Elitch Gar- 
den stock company which flourishes 
every summer in the suburbs of that al- 
titudinous city. Bent upon an acting Ca- 
reer, Miss Byington through two sea- 
sons of one night stands played in the 
United States and Canada, almost gave — 
up the stage in favor of becoming a 
homebody. However, there came the op- 
portunity of stock with Stuart Walker’s 
organization and then an engagement in 
New York under the management of 
Winthrop Ames—‘‘Beggar On  Horse- 
back” being her medium of introduction — 
to Broadway. Various other worth 
while parts followed. She played in 
“The Merchant of Venice” with George 
Arliss and then George Kaufman, who 
with Mare Connelly had authored, “Beg- 
gar On Horseback” was seeking an 
actress of Miss Byington’s type and apbil- 
ity to do the role of Helen Hobart in his 
then just written, “Once in a Life 
Time.” He recalled the characterization 
done by Miss Byington in his former 
play and immediately secured her for 
the part, which she played for a year, re- 
linguishing it long before the play left 
New York so that she could come to 
Dennis.
